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BUTANO FOREST—MORE PROGRESS 


Recent newspaper reports on the Butano 
Forest purchase bill have caused no little 
amount of confusion, At this writing, the 
Butano bill has passed the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee and the full Assembly 
by a vote 57-2, 

On Wednesday, June 1, the Assembly Ways 
and Means Committee did fail to give the 
Butano bill an immediate "do pass" recom— 
mendation as some of the committee wished 
to study the financial implications of the 
bill more carefully, This was reported as 
"failure of the Butano bill" by some of 
the newspapers and they did not report 
that the committee referred the bill to a 
sub-committee for study. The study satis~ 
fied the committee and it gave the Butano 
bill a "do pass" recommendation last Fri-~ 
day. 

Now that the bill has been passed by 
the Assembly, it will be considered by the 
Senate Committee on Natural Resources and 
Committee -on Finance, and finally by the 
Senate as a whole, The time is short for 
action as the State Legislature is plane 
ning to adjourn by July 2, The job can be 
done, however, and we can speed it up and 
assure success by continuing to instruct 
our legislators on the Butano bill, 

From now on we can concentrate on the 
Senate, In particular, letters to Senator 
We P. Rich, Chairman of the Senate Finance 


Committee and Senator Jesse Me. Mayo, Chair- 


man of the Senate Natural Resources Con— 
mittee, should be written urging immediate 
and favorable action on the Butano Forest 
purchase bill. 

It is highly important that the chair- 
men of the Committees which consider. our 
bill be sympathetic to our cause, for 
their attitude often determines the atti- 
tude of many members of the committee. 

Further, a letter to your own Senator 
will make him realize that there is steam

ation, According to the Sacramento Ree, 
Governor Warren is notifying the U. S. 
Secretary of Agriculture that California 
is ready to cooperate with the federal 
government in plans to acquire the South 
Calaveras Grove of Big Trees for a state 
park, in accordance with the plan of 
Frederick Law Olmsted prepared for the 
State in 1945. This calls for the ac- 
quisition of,first, the areas south of 
the present park which includes the giant 
sequoias; next, purchase of a corridor 
connecting the present grove with the 
sequoia grove; and finally, acquisition. 
of a strip near the sequoia containing 
the large sugar pines. The Secretary 

of Agriculture has already advised the 
Sierra Club that the Pickering Lumber 
Corporation has promised him that no eute 
ting will be conducted in 19:9, Governor 
Warren is quoted as saying that whatever 
the cost, the state will still pertici- 
pate to the extent required by law.

LABOR DAY TRIP TO HIGH COUNTRY 


In the event that you cannot go on one 

of the Club's longer trips into the 

high mountains this summer, or just
